Shipment Of Brother's Body Fol- 
lowed Six Weeks Later By 
Vital Organs, Grounds For 
Recovery. Seeks $25,000 

Carrie M. Owen, a sistsr of Quy F. 
Moorman, who she aaya died as a re- 
ault of injuries sustained by a fall from 
a street ear in Los Angeles, Cal. , June 
16, 1911, yesterday filed salt la the 
Circuit Court .njainst the Continental 
Casualty Company of Chicago, 111., 
for $85,000. la which her brother held 
a policy of ac6l48Bt Insnrapee', alleg- 
ing his body was mntUatod, vaadallsed 
and robbed la th* Hrlormaads of 
autopsy. 

The plaintiff declares that after his 
death the body waa piaeed in an un- 
dertakera oatabllahmoat la Los An- 
geles and prepared for burial and ship- 
ed to Olan Dean, Ky., consigned lq her. 
Uer brother, shs alleges, at tha time 
of hla death held a 10,000 accident 
policy with the defendant, aha l>eing 
the beneficiary, 'riiis i)olicy she says 
gave the defendant the right to hold 
aa aokopsy aad on Jvae M, IMl It took 
charge of the body aad performed the 
autopsy and without authority and un- 
nacoaaarily cut out the heart, lungs 
and other portions of the body and 
shipped Uie body to b«r la thIa aotll- 
ated conditioB. after which It was 
buried. 

The plaintiff further says she was ig- 
norant of ths true state of facta aad 

remained so for aii weeks, whea she 
received from the defendant a portion 
of the organs encased In a box, which 
was Interred with the body. She says 
on learning of the removal of portions 
of tha deceased's body she waa cauaed 
to suffer much aeatal paia and aag- 
ukah aad boeaaie slab aad aarveue.

Soak four ounces thoroughly wash- 
ed pearl barley for twenty-four hours. 
Have ready a well greased bag, six 
amall paalad whole onlona (aelect 
thoaa about tha alaa of h tangerine ). 
and the reaulalte number of cutlets. 
Free the cutleta from all but the 
smallest quantity of fat. dust them 
with salt and jilace them In the bag. 
Add to them tho onions and the bar- 
ley, salt to taste, and If any of the 
water in which the barley was soaked 
ramalna, add tbia alao. If not, add 
halt a pint of ohickan atock. Fold 
and clip the bag, plaoa oa broilar and 
cook gently In only medarataiy hot 
oven for an hour and a half. 

Veal can also be cooked thto way,

argued in behalf of the railroad thHt an unforeseen emerirer.cy neces- 
sitated n curtailment tf its service, the lack of foresijrht of its manag- 
ers w«iuld ridiculed. Finally, could ii be shown that the emergen- 
cy had been iMfflable for yeara, that the eneineers of the railroad 

must have e»piOted it to ensue, there would be leonl action to ic 
Htrain the company from any abridgment of its »ervice. The agita 
tion would inevitably give rise to a demand for Uovernment owner- 
ship and operation of milrmda, oonoeired In the belief that the Oov- 
ernnicnt won Mc Mumittno sMh o«ti«go-a«d sapportad bj every 
so<;ialiMt in the i-ountry. 

The Pknama Bailroad, important in Itself and thrice Important an 
a reeulative ajrent, Is owned by the Government. Immense quanti 
ties of merchandise are carried across the inthmu^ on its cars. . It has 
a depressing influence on transcontinental railroad rates. It is an old 
i nstitution, to the use of whieh the pablie has b eaosse habkoaled. It 
lies on the site of a stupendous enirineerin r undertaking, and was 
bought by the (jovernment to facilitate the prosecution of that work. 
The great strain to be put on Its resources has been known for years. 
The guileless would naturally believe that lonj; ago it would have 
been relmilt to perform the (loiil)Ie duty that it must bear as con- 
struction road and public highway. Wherein the guileless would be 
entii^lv mistaken. 

Not only has the (jovernment, as pmprietoi of this railroad, 
neirlected to insure its continuance in its present character of public; 
lii<:hway, but the capacity of the line for commercial purposes is 
actually to be reduced. Ita double traeka are to disappear, a aingle 
track takintr their place. It will not accept larger consisnments of 
freifjht; it will not accept even as much freight as it has in_ the fast. 
As a factor in trans»!ontinental competition it ii* to be lowered in ef- 
ficiency. Nor can thia reduction be attributed to a purpose to 
abandon the r^ad on the completion of the canal. It must alwaya be 
maintained as a complement and protection ft>r the greet diteh. 

The incident ia noteworthy in that it brings to the front one of 
the little diMUseed aspects of Government ownership and operation 
of public utilities. There is no appeal from the Government decision. 
It cannot be forced to restore or extend its service. It is worthy of 
the careful study of all who find titeaiselras denied by the attractive 
detalla of the theory of Government ownership. —New York Sun .

Need of a Check to Konopoly. 
I tblnk every tbongbtful peraon will 

asici' tliiit ilio .Sherman ni't or some 
eniiall.v cfrcctive statute was alisolute- 
ly m-cc-isary to clicck the ^lowiiii; cen- 
tralization ill a very few hands of tbe 
vast Industries of the United Stales. 
It was tbe danger of tbat centraliza- 
Uon wbicb tbe leadora aaw in ISIK), 
wben tbey framed and enacted tbo 
^berman law. Slowly, but Irresiatibly, 
rthe construction of the statute has 
been widened, until now It to demon- 
strated to be adeqaate to oSM that 
great result. 

One of llio rcsiilt.s whirli the Slier- 
man law will accomplish, wbicli must 
be beneflciul to a large class, is to drive 
oat tbe middleman wbero tbe condl- 
tlona are oucb tbat tbe nMdtoaiaa to 
not tbe natural economic reaalt of tbe 
operation of tbe laws of trade. 

It must he reuieuibered that In all 
this discussion nothiiiK will really suit 
tbe men who have built up tlie u'lat 
trusts and whose interests luive been 
in the monopofliatton of great lines of 
industry but aome method of contin 
uing la tbo future, with greater or less 
imniualty from toterference^ tbe eame 
power and control wbicb tbey bave 
enjoyed in tbe iiast. 

J[ow to Eliainate Uaoertainty. 
In my opinion, tbe only effectlTe way 

to eliminate ail irenuine uncertainty la 
through u federal incorporation act 
containing provisions ade<iuate to nicct 
the situation. Cougress has icidkhIz 
ed its power by nsserting the riglit to 
interfere and cuntrul and to tliat ex- 
teat to Ngttlate tbe conduct of liiter- 
Btate eoBBMrco by declaring what con- 
tracta. eooabbiatloBa, monopolies, etc., 
aball not be eaterod late. I boUove it 
ia time for it to recogniae ita duty to

unnecessary tbo coablaaMoaa It baa 

prohibited. 

In tbe past congress has left the 
wbola law of association— the law of 
eo-o p eratton under corporate form— to 
tbo stataa. Tbls baa aac aa aa rtly led 
to tb* holding corporatloa wbatolqr tbe 
control orer an industry, through com- 
paratively email capital, can be ezer- 
cUed with ever widening sweep and 
Tirtually without buiinUs. Congress

Ohio Back In The Early 
Days-Clerimond Here.

".Steamboats dun't race any more 
like they used to", sajrl the old river 
roan tb« other day. "Back ia the early 
(lava It was ncthing to see a tilg steam* 
t)oat r.u e. .steamboats then were built 
like HoatinK iiotels and nio.<:t nf them 
were veritable tloatiog gatnblinK dens 
Every trip, both up and down, was 
crowded w.th passengers either Sotith- 
erner.s K"'nK north to buy large lots of 
provisions for their big plantations, or 
Nortbernen going south to bay South- 
ern products.

Any kind 
o£ excitement ai'[>c;iUil t" the hot 
Creole blood, borne times a match was 
made b e t weea the boata, but more often 
a race was sprung up by the hindmost 
boat, creeping up ou some hated 
rival and blowing u right uf-way whis- 
tle. Then what a chasge takes place 
ov<ir the boati Let aa draw jroti a pen 
picture of just such ascenethat happen- 
ed to the ill fatea Prairie Bell When 
the pilot looked back he saw the rival 
boat creeping up through the darkness, 
chimney belching forth flanias. Hur- 
riedly the pilot tells the ensineer, the 
engineer runs forw<ird to tell the tire- 
maa and aand word to the captain, 
wno throws bis deck of cards down and 
and runs to the engine room. The 
won! passes along the line to the pas- 
sengers that a Iwat race is on. On 
either aide o( the boat tbey are peering 
back into the inky darkness at the 
hated rival crawling upon them, they 
feel the tremor of the boilers, but in 
Ibeir excitement tbey know not danger. 
Jim Bludso stands at the wheel. He 
never answered the hated pass whistle, 
but straight ahead he gazes, cutting 
every point, crossing every sand bar 
be can safely cross, ^ow leu go down 
on the lower deck.
